ALABAMA IS FIRM 
IN RAILWAY WAR 


Gov. Comer Will Call Out the 
Troops If Necessary to 
Compel Obedience to 
Commonwealth, 


STATE COMMISSION ACTS. 


Recognizes Annulment of South- 
ern’s Charter; Louisville 
and Nashville Will 
Make New Rate. 


Montgomery, Ala. Aug. 5—[{Special.}— 
Gov. Comer of Alabama is determined to en- 
force the state laws against the Southern 
railway at any cost. While he has made no 
public statement, his advisers say he will 
call an extra session of the legislature or 
order out troops if neceseary, to see that the 
state’s commands are obeyed. 

It is possible that wholesale arrests may 
be made in the next few days of officials of 
the Southern who continue to operate the 
various lines in spite of the fact that they 
are doing so withoutacharter. State officials 
take the view that the Southern, by defying 
the state law against the removal from the 
state to the Federal court, and thereby hav- 
ing its charter revoked by the secretary of 
state has placed itself in a position to be dealt 
with as an outiaw or mob would be dealt 
with. 

No official statement wae issued tonight 
of the conclusions reached at the conference 
today between Gov. Comer, Attorney General 
Garber, and counsel employed by the state to 
assist in enforcing the laws affecting rail- 
roads as to the next steps in the case againet 
the Southern railway. A lengthy session was 
held by the special counsel tonight at which 
the legal phases of the question were gone 
over. It ie expected that they will make a 
report to the governor tomorrow. 


Railway Commission Acts. 


The state railroad commission today took 
official notice of the revoking of the South- 
ern’s charter by the secretary of state. While 


this does not mean that any other action will | 


be taken by that body, it strengthens the po- 
sition taken by the governor. The commés- 
sion was hearing the application for depot 
facilities at Gaylesville, on the Southern rail-

When he was called 
on to testify he stated to the commission 
that he did not wish to make any statement 
which would make him the subject of orim- 
inal punishment under the statute which re- 
voked the franchise of the Southern railroad. 
While he admitted that officials of the com- 
pany had not been served with notice, the 
company’s local attorneys at Talladega hed 
been. He stated his company still was 
doing business in Alabama, but would not 
say what move would be made to keep the 
state from enforcing its order. 

The Southern railway may let things take 
their course for a few days, then withdraw 
its suit from the federal court, thereby bring- 
ing back into the state court the suit which 
caused such a stir. If this is done it may be 
the means of having everything settled with- 
out much trouble. 


Rock Island Forfeiture Enjoined. 

St. Paul, Minn., Aug. 5.—Judge Vandeventer 
in the United States.Circuit court today is- 
sued a temporary restraining order prohibit- 
ing the secretary of state of Arkansas from 
forfeiting the right of the Chicago, Rock 
Island and Pacific railroad from doing bum- 
ness in that state. 

The last Arkansas legislature passed an 
act providing that any corporation which 
should commence a suit in the United States 
court against any citizen of Arkansas or 
which should remove any suit pending ina 
state court into the United States courts 
should forfeit all rights to do business in the 
state and should be subject to a penalty of 
$1,000 a day for each day it should thereafter 
continue to do business therein. Recently a 
citizen of Arkansas brought a suit in the 
state court against the Rock Island road 
and the railroad thereupon had it removed to 
the federal court. The secretary of state 
then began forfeiture proceedings. Hearing 
will be had at Little Rock Oct. 2.

No Need to Wait for Subway,

on the two most congested loops is con- 
structed, it is pointed out Mat it would be 
no hindrance to the installation of the high 
pressure system, It is argued that it would 
be exceedingly difficult for some of the 
heaviest State street property owners to se- 
cure a renewal of insurance during the con- 
struction of the immediate subway with- 
out a high pressure water system as a guar- 
antee to insurance companies.

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MAKES $50,000; 1s PENNILESS 


Miss Lillie Miller Files Pitiful 
Complaint in Circuit Court. 


TRUST MISPLACED, SHE SAYS. 


Wife of Former Clerk, Who Once Was 
Her Employer, Is Accused. 


A story that might belong in the annals of 
Topsyturvydom was told by Miss Lillie B. 
Miller in a bill alleging “‘ misplaced confi- 
dence ” filed in the Ciroult court yesterday. 

Miss Miller claims that through a period 
of twenty-five years of almost record break- 
ing self-denial, in the first two years of which 
she turned the tables on her employer by 
taking over his prosperous grocery business 
and engaging him as a clerk at 612.80 a week, 
she has accumulated property valued at 
$50,000, which now she is unable to prove her 
rights to. She says that after all her stint- 
ing she now holds not so much as 61 worth 
of property in the world. 

The defendant ie Mra. Artie Ek Fish, the 
widow of John A. Fish, who died June 6 last. 
According to Mise Miller, Mrs. Fish has 
taken possession of the property and avers 
that Miss Miller owns nothing. 

Tf Miss Miller's allegations are correot she 
ia the owner of the property at 8608 Grand 
boulevard, 4150 Cottage Grove avenue, and 
a grocery and market that is doing a tiriv- 


ing business at Forty-second street and Cot- 


tage Grove avenue. 


Hires Her Former Employer. 

Miss Miller says that her dealings with 
Fish and his wife began in 1882, when Fish 
employed Miss Miller to work in his market. 
At the end of two years, she says, she loaned 
Fish $2,000, and in December, 1884, purchased 
his business for $2,188. Then their pos- 
tions became reversed, Miss Miller employ- 
ing Fish to keep the books and in his spare 
time to do up packages for the weekly sti- 
pend of $12.50. She claims that in the years 
following per assumption of the business she 
purchased the property in Grand boulevard 
and gave the deeds to it and her other house 
and the store to Fish. 

July 15 last, a few weeks after the death 
of Fish, she says, Mrs. Fish and T. B. Fish 
beat her and took from her the keys of her 
store and the house in which she had been 
making her home in Grand boulevard. Since 
then, she claims, they have refused to permit 
her to enter her home, and have declared 
that she owns none of the property.

VESSEL HALTS I MIDLAKR 


City of Benton Harbor Like a 
Painted Ship on Painted Ocean. 


ALARM ON BOARD QUIETED. 


Disabled Steamer Saved from Disaster 
Through Quietness of Waves. 


For three hours yesterday the steamer City 
of Benton Harbor, bound for St. Joseph, lay 
disabled thirty miles out from that port, to 
the alarm of 1,800 Chicago passengers who 
had left this city at 10 o’clock in the morning. 
It remained “as idle as a painted ship upon 
a painted ocean while repairs were being 
made te one of the wheels. 

Beneational reporta of the wreck” 
reached St. Joseph, and the tug Bonita went 
to the rescue of the disabled craft, which 
lu the fagship of the Graham & Morton line. 
The officers of the steamer told the tugman 
to sheer off, that nothing serious was the 
matter, and they didn't want their paseen- 
geis scared any more than was neceseary. 

A little later the wheel was able to revolve 
and the boat lumbered into port at 5 o'clock, 
when it should have made -harbor a little 
before 2 o'clock. After a few additional re- 
pairs it started for Chicago and reached tlhe 
city at 10:15 last night, an hour and fifteen 
minutes late. By that time the passengers 
had recovered from their excitement and 
made light of the incident. 


Bucket of Wheel Cracked. 

A cracked bucket of the port wheel was 
what put the vessel temporarily out of the 
running. It is supposed that it was cracked 
the night before by a floating log or some 
other obstruction, but the damage was not 
discovered until yesterday noon, three hours 
after the boat left Chicago. 

The steamer plowed along like a tipsy 
gallor for several knots and then in midlake 
became helpless as a sailing vessel in a dead 
calm. The passengers were pretty badly 
scared, but that there was anything like a 
panic was denied by the officers. Capt.. J. 
Simons and his officers went about among 
the passengers and jollied them into 
thinking it was a good joke. 

Tarry looking fresh water sailors, with 
hammers and rivets, let themselves down 
into the wet, greasy, and slippery wheel box 
and rigged up a new bucket. The bucket is 
eight feet long and three feet wide, and it 
took an hour and a halt to fix it. 

A good many of the passengers had counted 
on eating dinner in St. Joseph and were much 
annoyed over the long wait when they found 
that there wasn’t any real danger. They 
pulled off the life preservers they had fas- 
tened on when they feared there'd be a 
real wreck, then ate all the provisions on the 
boat. 

The steamer Frank Woods hove in sight 
‘at 8 o'clock, about the time the repairs were 
half finished, and the skipper shouted 
through his speaking trumpet that he'd give 
any assistance wanted. Capt. Simons said 
none was needed, but the crew of the Woods 
spread the alarm through St. Joseph, and 
half of the populace flocked down to the 
shore, thinking maybe they’d see the wreok 
from there. 


Passengers Scared for a Time. 

“We were all given a bad scare for a few 
moments when the boat came to a stand- 
still and the distress signals began to d,.“ 
said one of the women passengers on arrival 
in Chicago last night. Many of the wom- 
en and children’ began to ery and some of 
them ran te the top deck, ready to get in the 
lifeboats if necessary, The crew, however, 
explained there was little danger and after 
ten or fifteen minutes the passengers were 
quieted.’ 

“If there had been a sea on surely there 
would have been troubie for us,“ said one of 
the crew. “ The lake, however, was smooth 
as glass and no one worried. We were as 
helpless as could be for nearly two hours. 
We sounded the distress signal and this set 
up a wail frem the women and chikiren on 
board. The accident to the boat was a com- 
mon one, though usually it does not cause us 
so much trouble.“

The Examiher and the American were not 
the only newspapers which published the 
alleged libelous statements, and it is likely 
that more suits will be started in a few days.

$1,000,000 out of the bank and with having 
loaded it down, with worthless mortgages, 
the holding ot which caused the failure. He 
was charged with having taken money from 
Stensland on notes of his own, one of $15,000 
being mentioned specffically.’ 


Mr. Kern’s Name Forged on Note. 

In an immediate answer to these charges 
Mr. Kern proved that the note in question 
was a forgery aud phowed that all his deal- 
ings with the & and bank had been sub- 
jected to scrutiny from start to finish. 

Such paper ae de had given to the bank 
was found to be worth full value, and he ex- 
plained that the charges had been based ona 
statement he had made to the bank ex- 
aminers to the effect that he had done 
$1,000,000 worth of business with Stensland 
and hie institution. 

The settlement of the Stensland estate bore 
out every one of Mr. Kern's explanations 
and furnished a complete and judicial vindi- 
cation of his connection with the bank and a 
refutation of every charge made by Hearst’s 


papers.

Dean Sumner Gets Promise from 
Police Inspector Backus. 


WOMEN AND MUSIC PUT OUT. 


Capt. McCann Takes Similar Action in 
Twenty-Second Street. 


Before departing from Chicago on a three 
months’ vacation last evening the Rev. Dean 
Sumner of the cathedral of SS. Peter and 
Paul secured the promise of Police Inspector 
Anson Backus of the Desplaines street sta- 
tion that no women or music would be al- 
lowed in west side saloons. 

During roll call at the police station at 
7 o'clock Inspector Backus gave the order 
to the men, and threatened them with seri- 
ous results if he learned of any instance 
where his instructions were violated.

Close Watch Kept by Police. 

Through the efforts of Dean Sumner, whe, 
for several weeks, had complained of the 
conduct of the proprietor of the Washing- 
ton hotel and saloon, adjoining his church, 
Green street and Washington boulevard, De- 
tective David McComb was stationed in front 
of the place to prevent further violations of 
the law. It had been charged that revelry 
and music annoyed persons attending serv- 
ices. 

Many women were prevented from entering 
the side entrance of the saloon by the police- 
man, but no arrests were made, Other detec- 
tives were sent to watch other saloons less 
notorious than the Washington, but they re- 
ported no violations. 

Reform Strikes South Side. 

“T want you to arrest every woman whom 
you see annoying men in the streets. Such 
women must be driven from the streets of 
this district, Capt. McCann of the Twenty- 
second street police station said to his pa- 
trolmen and detectives Saturday morning.

KILLED BY HIS OLD TRAIN 


Veteran Engineer on Illinois Cen- 
tral Meets Tragie Death. 


SO TO QUIT ON PENSION. 


| sean Down on Track After Going 


Through Disasters Unhurt. 


James H. Banta, the oldest engineer on 
the Illinois Central railroad, was struck by 
an engine and Instantly killed while crossing 
the tracks of that road yesterday morning 
For forty-four years Banta had driven or 
stoked engines across the tracks on which he 
met his death and had survived four wrecks 
without injury. 

Banta, who was 62 years old, wae returning 
to his home at 243 Sixty-second street, after 
his night’s run to Gilman, III. He was struck 
by the engine of the 11 o'clock limited, a 
train which he had@ himself driven for ten 
years. The force of the blow threw him 
twenty feet, death beinginstantaneous. The 
police of the Cottage Grove station were not- 
fied and arrested Engineer C. Engelbrecht, 
but he was released after he had told his 
story. 

The tragic fate of Banta is further intensi- 
fied by the fact that he was about to retire 
from the post which he had held so long and 
go to the country to spend the remainder of 
his days on a well earned pension. For near- 
ly half a century he had held a position in- 
volving the responsibility of hundreds of 
lives. In his dangerous calling he had had 
numberless escapes from violent death, only 
to meet death in a layman's accident. 


Sensational Escapes from Death. 


Banta came to Chicago from New Rochelle, 
N. Y., in 1862, and was fireman on the first 
train which crossed the old pilings on which 
the [linois Central once ran when the lake 
washed the shore on Michigan avenue. In 
his many narrow escapes from death the 
most sengaitonal occurred when he was driv- 
ing a train down a steep slope. Suddenly 
the side rod broke and the engineer was 
hurled through the cab out of the window, 
his vanishing body being caught just in time 
by his fireman. He had a marvelous escape 
with a few minor bruises. 

Twice the train which the veteran engineer 
drove ran into an open switch and was 
wrecked, but owing to the presence of mind 
and courage of its driver no lives were lost. 
On another occasion Banta’s locomotive blew 
up and again the engineer miraculously es- 
caped with insignificant injuries while the 
two other occupants of the cab were scalded 
to death 


Engineer Haunted by Victims. 

Three men whose lives were crushed out 
under the wheels of a locomotive, near Naper- 
ville, on Sunday, made nearly forty victime— 
men, women, and children—who have been 
killed by his engine during the long ratlroad- 
ing career of Enginerr George Abbott of 
Aurora. 

Abbott, who has thirty years in serv- 
ice, related his experience of horrors while 
waiting for hie train to go out at the Unten 
station. 

From a haunted, nerve wrecked man,” he 
said, ‘‘I seem to have become a part of the 
engine I drive. I probably have been the most 
unfortunate railroad man in the country. I 
cannot reme r the exact number of per- 
sons that have been killed by the engines I 
have driven, but I should place the number 
between thirty-five and forty. 

Killed Five at a Time. 

I have driven my engine into groups 
of men and killed five ata time. I have seen 
a woman hurled as high as over the tele- 
graph wires at the side of the track from the 
front of my engine, and I have watched a 
little child rolled along the ties by the 
tender for 100 feet before she 
beneath the wheele of the engine. I have 
had so many harrowing experiences that I 
have, I believe, become so inured to the sight 
of a face distorted in death—glaring at me 
from the wheels of my engine—that I believe 
I am unaffected.” 

Mr. Abbott believes his dreadful experi- 
ence has made him a more useful engineer 
and better able to face emergencies. The first

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HARD BLOW 10 HUNCHAKISTS 


New Proof Makes Members Liable, 
to Murder Indictments. 

ö 

TELLS OF DEATH SENTENCE. 


Officers Given Right to Slay—Orders, 
Must Be Obeyed by All. 


New York, Aug. 5.—[Special. }—District At- 
torney Jerome's office, by securing a copy of 
the Fundamental Constitution of the Re- 
formed Hunchakist Revolutionary Society,” 
has secured evidence which, the attorney's 
assistants claim, will place every member of 
the society liable to indictment for murder. 

The constitution, which every member of 
the society must take an oath to obey, states 
plainly that the general assembly and various 
central committees have the right to condemn 
persons to death to carry out its punishment, 
and it is on this clause that the district at- 
torney’s office bases its claim for the murder 
indictments. 


Proof Unearthed in Raid. 


This new find of the district attorney was 
unearthed in a raid on the establishment of 
Stephen Kadarian, 148 Tenth avenue. The 
detectives got a mass of papers from his 
trunks. Kadarian was brought to the district 
attorney's office and questioned. He says 
he no longer is associated with the organisa- 
tion. Father Martoogessian has said the 
same thing, as have all the others rounded 
up since tle investigation began. 

The little document was bound in red and 
on the cover was the seal of the “ reformed 
Hunchakists,“ that is, a flag, two daggers, 
a hammer, and shattered fetters and chains. 
The preamble states that the constitution and 
bylaws were adopted in 1008. Father Mar- 
toogessian and the other terrorist members 
of the regular Hunchekist were expelled in 
1903 and formed the reformed Hunchakist 
society. 

It wae in this year, following the general 
convention of the reformers in Cairo, that the 
president of the original Hunchakist was 
tracked to London and slain. About the 
same time a regular Hunchakist was killed 
in Boston and another followed from this 
country was killed, after being frightfully 
tortured, in Odessa. Many members of the 
original Hunchakist organization were slain 
in 1908 and in the subsequent years. 


Original Society Not Vicious. 


The original Hunchakist was not such a 
bad organisation. The idea of forming it 
was to look after the needy in Armenia dur- 
ing the Turkish oppression. . 

This reformed gang, however, comes right 
cut in its constitutio and talks of murder as 
an ordinary matter. Then it goes on to set 
forth that the general commitee can con- 
demn to death, without stating that that body 
is responsible to anybody. At the end of the 
constitution it is stated most plainly “ every 
member of the society must take an oath to 
obey the constitution and bylaws.” 

Father Martoogessian, the unfrocked and 
degraded priest who is under arrest for at- 
tempted robbery, and who is suspected of 
having something to do with the killing of 
Hovannes Tavshanjian, the wealthy rug 
merchant, who was shot down in the street 
recently, was brought before Judge Foster 
in the Court of General Sessions today to 
plead to additional indictments. He pleaded 
not guilty to three additional indictments. 


Editor Gets Death Threat. 


Boston, Mass., Aug. 5.—[Special.]—M. Ar- 
shap, the Armenian editor of Boston, who is 
under the ban of the Hunchakist party, to- 
day received a third threat from those who 
are alleged to be responsible for the murder 
of H. 8. Tavshanjian of New York. This 
letter came from Lawrence. It was written 
in red ink, which, according to the custom of 
the society, means that blood will flow next. 
The letter reads: 

You are a master in being a traitor, but still 
traitors get their due punishment some day, and 
you will get your punishment soon. Ee a traitor, 
traitor, traitor, so aa to be murdered like a 


mouse. 


PEARY MAKES FINAL PLANS

Naval Officer Preparing to Sail for Far

The neighboring tribes 
Were moving around the town, and the 
French residents declared that unless a war- 
ship was sent to Rabat they would leave that 
Place, as the number of troops guarding the 
town was inadequate.

fants Leads to Woman’s Arrest. 


CASE AMAZES JUDGE CROWE. 


Thirst for Liquor is Unable to Conquer 
Maternal Instinct. 


A strange story of a woman’s life divided 
between: the thirst for Uquor on the one 
Hand and maternal love on the other was told 
yesterday in Municipal Judge Crowes court 
at the Harrison street police station. 

This Dr. Jekyll and Mr. Hyde” in wom- 
anhood wae Mrs. Bertha Rhode, 85 years old, 
77 Twenty- sixth street. Shc was charged 
with again and again abandoning her four 
smal) children. The evidence substantiated 
the charge, and at the same time revealed 
that it was the woman’s love for her children 
rather than the desertion of them that caused 
her arrest. 

The 9 year old son, who was taken secretly 
by his mother from where he had been living 
since she abandoned him a year ago, told the 
police his mother lived at 77 Twenty-sixth 
street, and her arrest followed. 


Court to Question Her Husband. 


“This woman is a mystery,“ said Judge 
Crowe. She deserves to be sent to the 
bridewell, but I desire to hear the whole of 
her story. I want her husband produced in 
court tomorrow morning, and will continue 
the case until that time. It must be that he 
is cognizant of these conditions, and if so he 
is partly responsible.” 

“It was bad company and drinking that 
brought me to this,“ d Mra. Rhode later 
behind the bare at the Harrison street an- 
nex prison. I love my children and my 
husband. I once had a good home. My hus- 
band, August Rhode, earns $100 a month in 
the employ of the Keeley Brewing company. 
It may seem untrue, but I just began to see 
my way to living a better life when I was ar- 
rested by the police.”’ 


Still Shows Mother Love. 


Mrs. Rhode left her home a year ago, tak- 
ing her three children with her. The fourth 
child was born since then. Occasionally 
she would return, according to her story, 
only to find that she was unable to break 
away from old associations, and again would 
leave home. The two older boys, whom she 
first abandoned, were cared for by Charles 
Miller, 5122 Bishop street. 

Last February. the police of the Cottage 
Grove avenue station picked up a2 year old 
baby on the doorstep of a Calumet avenue 
flat building, and took it to the Home for 
the Friendlese. Its identity was then un- 
knewn, although it appears Mrs. Rhode, 
its mother, through inquiry kept trace of 
the child. 

On July 19, with a small baby in her arms. 
Mrs. Rhode appeared at the Home for the 
Friendless, asking shelter. She gave as her 
name Mrs. Frieda Miller. She had been 


there but a short time when she asked to 


see the 2 year old child which the police had 
taken there in February. When pressed 
with questions she admitted she was the 
mother of the abandoned child. For twodays 
she cared for both children, and then dur- 
ing the night left without notice, taking 
with her the younger one. 


Suddenly Departs from Hospital. 

‘The following morning she was found in 
front of the Michael Reese hospital, Twenty- 
ninth street and Groveland avenue, by at- 
tendants. The next evening, together with 
her child, she took French leave. 

The police were called to the residence of 
Mrs. Catherine Rising, 288 Thirty-first street, 
the morning of July 25. Mrs. Rising said 
two women—one of them Mrs. Anna Thelan— 
had left two babies there, with her permis- 
sion, while they went shopping, and had 
not returned for them. The police arrested 
Mrs. Thelan, and she was fined $50 by Judge 
Fake July 20 for child abandonment. Mrs. 
Rhode, however, managed to get her child 
without disclosing her identity. 

Her next move was to get her two boys, 
aged 7 and 9 years, from the Miller residence, 
in Bishop street. Wit her three children she 
went to 77 Twenty-eighth street late Satur- 
day night and engaged a room. She had no 
money or baggage, but she told the landlady 
her husband would come in the morning.

NEW POLL FOR CHARTER VOTE 


ElectionCommission Decides Reg- 
istration Must Be Held. 


WILL “ENFRANCHISE” 50,000 


* 
Opponents Robbed of Argument That 
Popular Voice Is Throttled. 


A special registration for the Chicago char- 
ter election will be held on Aug. 27 for all 
voters who have been erased from the regis- 
try books or who have moved since the last 
registration. They will have opportunity to 
muke themselves eligible to vote on Sept. 17. 


A decision was given on this question yeas 


terday by the election commissioners, who 
held that the voters of the city are entitled 
under the constitution to this opportunity, 
and that the statutes do not prevent a special 
registration. / 

It has been estimated that approximately 
50,000 voters are concerned and that the 
special registration will enfranchise“ that 
number for the charter election if they will 
take the pains to enroll their names. 


Robs Robins of Argument. 


The action of the commission takes away 
from Raymond Robins and other speakers of 
the Independence league, which is opposing 
the charter, the horrifying argument to the 
effect that the republican organization pro- 
posed to throttle the voice of the people by 
refusing to allow the unregistered a chance 
to vote. 5 

The commission held that the constitution 
provides that every man who has resided in 
the state a year, in the county ninety days, 
and in the election precinct thirty days next 
preceding any election shall be entitled to 
vote at that election. 

It was found that the statutes provide that 
there shall de ne revision of the registry in 
the case of any special election “ occurring 
in any portion of such city,”’ or which is to 
‘fill a vacancy occurring in a single office, and 
at all judicial elections at which no other 
than judicial officerg are to be elected,“ but 
the commiseioners held that, Inasmuch as the 
charter election is not for a portion of the 
city, but for the entire city, the voters who 
are not registered would be unable to take. 
advantage of the provisions governing spe- 
cial elections, elections to fill vacancies, and 
judicial elections—by swearing in their votes.

FEAR A POSSIBLE SHOCK.

Finding of the Arbitrators Is 
Awaited Anxiously by the 
Bondholders. 


When the Twentieth Century limited left 
New York at 2:30 o'clock yesterday after- 
noon it had on board about everybody in 
Gotham ‘interested in Union Traction prop- 
erties. They had been notified that the fate 
of that road is to be decided in Judge Gross- 
cup’s court at 10 o'clock this morning, and 
they took the only train which could get them 
to Chicago in time for the finish. 

Not only are all the eminent eastern law- 
yers who have had a hand in the case on 
beard the train, but representatives of the 
various trust companies which hold the bonds 
of the Union Traction properties... These 
latter are the more interested in the outcome 
inasmuch as last week they were given 
pretty plainly to understand that a bond is 
not as sacred an instrument as had once 
been supposed, and since then Judge Landis 
has given all eastern financial interests a 
severe shock by fining the Standard Ol! 
company $29,240,000. Just now the average 
New Yorker is not going to allow anything 
which comes out of a Chicago federal court 
to unduly surprise him. 


Will Announce Finding. 

bir program schéduled for this morning is 
first the announcement of the finding of the 
two arbitrators, Judge Grosscup and Prot. 
John C. Gray, as to the manner in which the 
securities of the Chicago Railways company 
shall be distributed among the stock and 
bond holders of the companies which go to 
make up the Union Traction property. 

This finding is net expected to differ ma- 
terially from the plan submitted to the arbi- 
trators dy Attorneys George W. Wickersham 
and L. C. Krauthoff and debated so acrimo- 
niously last week. There will be some mod- 
ifications, but they will not be material ones. 

Then will come the issuance of a decree by 
Judge Grosscup, sitting as a judge of the 
United States Circuit court, turning over the 
property to the Chicago Railways company 
so that it can accept the ordinance granted it 
by the city and proceed with thé work of re- 
habilitating and operating the north and west 
side street car lines. Here the mental shock 
to the eastern financial interests is looked for. 


Bondholders May Accept. 

Under the terms.ef the arbitration the 
stockholders of the Union Traction, the 
middle, and the underlying companies are 
bound by the action of the arbitrators. They 
must take what they get. The hpndholders, 
however, will still have their legal rights to 
fall back upon if, after they hear the decree, 
they think it the part of wisdom te set up 
these legal rights. The prediction is they 
will take a second thought and take what is 
offered them. 

What they are objecting to is that it is 
proposed to make the bonds which will have 
to be issued by the Chicago Railways com- 
pany to rehabilitate the property a firet 
mortgage on it and those outstanding will 
have to take second place. No bondholder 
who has what he thinks is a first lien likes 
to wake up and find he has only a second 
one, but the alternative which is expected 
to be offered is to agree to this or have his 
securities practically made worthless. 

It was plainly outlined during the debate 
last week that the decre@ would probably 


ties to the Chicago Railways company, this 
being sufficient to give the latter company 
the possession required by the ordinance, 
and it being held that the court, being in 
charge of the properties under receivership 
proceedings, has a right to make a lease or 
any ether disposition,of them which will 
preserve them and increase their value for 
the benefit of all creditors.

The promise is it will neces- 
sarily think it best in case any of the’ object- 
ing bondholders. ask for one so they can 
realize on their bonds. 

At such a sale the railways company would 
be the only person in a position to bid, as it 
would be the only person who could operate 
the lines after getting them, so the amount 
of money which any bondholder who refused 
to agree to the plan of reorganization would 
get would not make him extravagantly rich, 
no matter how large his holding.

Reviewers Sustain Increased As- 
sessments on Suburban Land. 


LOUD PROTESTS BY OWNERS. 


Few Changes Made in the Valuations 
Reported to the Board. 


Owners of cabbage patches and other land 
in Cook county close to Chicago and in the 
small towns of the same district discovered 
yesterday that their property has high value 
higher, in fact, than they figured when 
talking to the assessors last spring. The 
board of review imparted to these people a 
confirmation of the opinian of the assessors 
that most of them are better off than they 
thought they were. 

A swarm of owners of farms subdiviged 
Into cabbage. patches and the cabbage 
patches subdivided into, lots invaded. the 
board rooms, but most of them found the 
reviewers deaf to protests. 

All day long men from New Trier, Proviso, 
Leyden, Evanston, Calumet, Stickney, and 
other places hopefully deposited fat bundles 
of folded lists of lots with legal descriptions 
and asked that their assessments be re- 
duced. The board inquired carefully into the 
fire insurance carried on the improvements, 
if any, and in not a few cases recalled the 
prices at which lots in some of the disputed 
cases had been offered for sale. Some 
changes were made, of course, but on the 
whole the day was a disappointment to per- 
sons hoping for “sweeping changes,” such 
as were made in valuations of personal 
property. 

Alarms Loop District Owners. 


This was taken as being a long ways from 
a hopeful augury by owners of real estate 
in the loop district of Chicago, who are pre- 
paring to make a stentorian outcry against 
valuations, Their perturbation was in- 
oreased by Secretary Weber of the board of 
assessors, who said: The valuations may 
not be perfection, but on the whole they are 
just and fair.“ 

Of the objections registered against the 

assessors’ valuations of real estate in the 
country towns the complaint of John Milton 
Oliver, 145 La Salle street, about some pro- 
erty in two pieces in Thornton to hip 
— a fair sample. Mr, Oliver’s complaint 
read: 
I am the owner of the property described 
in the annexed description. The assessors 
have valued one piece of land at $3,165 and 
anether piece at $1,885, making a total val- 
uation without improvements of $5,485 for 
a little less than 64% acres of land. This 
valuation is excessive, the valuation on 
which taxes were paid in 1906 being on the 
north 48 acres $1,023 and on the 21.47 acres 
$429. These valuations are not commensu- 
rate with the values placed on adjacent 
properties,” ji 5 

Reviewer West refused to reduce the val- 
uation of the real estate in question, but he 
shaved 6300 from the valuation of a building 
on one of the pieces of property. 

Valued Above Selling Price. 


Probably the most touching tale of the day” 
came from Adam Ragar, owner of so many 
lots in Leyden that it must have taken a 
corps of clerks a full day to list them. 

Mr. Ragar did not describe his holding as a 
busy mart of trade or even as a thickly popu- 
lated residence district. He said the property 
ie fifteen miles northwest of the courthouse. 
a mile and a half from the nearest trans- 
portation, and lies on both sides of the Des- 
plaines river. Although the property was 
valued at $100 a lot, he said only a few lots 
had been sold when offered for Id each. He 
figured that $100 a lot makes $1,008 an acre, 
but that he is willing to sell at $300 an acre. 
The assessment, he complained, was about 
four times as much as adjoining property. 
The assessors’ sheets showed that the prop- 
erty is valued by them at about $20 a lot, 
and the reviewers confirmed their assess- 
ment. 

The board refused to lower a valuation of 
$465 a lot om about thirty lots owned by B. F. 
George in Oak Park, but it cut 10 per cent 
from the valuation of the houses he has on 
them. 

Some Reductions at Stickney. 

The Chicago Transfer and Clearing com- 
pany’s property at Stickney, where the lots 
were valued by the assessors at from 3000 to 
$20,000, was adjudged to have been properly 
valued by the assessors, On some property 
Usted on another schedule, however, the 
board agreed to a reduction from $200 to $165 
an acre. 

About $150,000 worth of property at Stick- 
ney belonging to the National Warehouse 
and Transfer company, which had been val- 
ued at $285 an acre by the assessors, was re- 
duced to $250 an acre by the reviewers. 

Several lists of lots in Berwyn belonging to 
the Marshall Field estate were left by the re- 
viewers at the assessors’ figures. 

The First Presbyterian church of River 
Forest was exempted from taxes on property 
which had been complained against because 
it was used for a parsonage. 


Big Personal Property Figures. 

Some good sized cases of personal property 
valuations were handled. 

Samuel Allerton, 1986 Prairie avenue, who 
was not assesged last year, was assessed this 
year on personal property valued at $187,106. 
The filing of a schedule caused the reviewers 
to reduce the assessment to $181,106. In addi- 
tion to bonds, Mr. Allérton listed a billiard 
table at $100, four clocks at $100, a sewing ma- 
chine at $10, silver plate at $100, and sundry 
articles at $1,000. 

Farson, Son & Co., who had been assessed 
on personal property valued at $150,000, se- 
cured a reduction to $100,000, the last named 
figure being the same as the reviewers’ fig- 
ure in 1906. 

Henry T. Smith, 586 Dearborn avenue, who 
had writen an emphatic letter saying his 
neighbors’ assessments are no more than his, 
but they could afford automobiles and like 
worldly joys, got his personal property valua- 
tion reduced from $3,000 to §2,000.

City and Sanitary District Offl- 
cials Hope to Decide 
on Program. 


Drainage Board Desires the Mu- 
nicipality. Not to Force 
Needless Work. “a 


A decision on the question of building the 
Calumet drainage canal, which is estimated 
to cost $12,000,000, is to be reached the 
city and the sanitary district. Ma usse, 
President R. R. McCormick of sanitary 
district board, and Ald. Milton J. Foreman 
will have a conférence Thursday morning 
with a view to getting a start on the problem. 

If the city is to continue to build sewers 
into the Calumet river the drainage board, ac- 
cording to Mr. McCormick, must build the 
expensive cutoff to keep the sewage out of 
the lake. | . 

If the city will decide upon some other 
means of disposing of the sewage of this lo- 
cality, and will keep it out of the city, then 
the cutoff need not be built, and the sanitary 
district will save the $12,000,000, authority to 

nd which already has been secured from 
the legislature, along with authority to levy 
additional taxes and issue additional bonds. 

Mr. McCormick, in explaining the situation 
yesterday to Mayor Busse, said that if the 
city decided to continue the use of the river 
ae a sewer, making necessary the large ex- 
pense of reversing its flow, then the city 
should aid the sanitary district in getting its 
deep waterway and power development bill 
through the legislature in October, inasmuch 
as only by using the additional flow of water 
for water development could the sanitary dis-

Water is the most universally employed 
of all cosmetics, and rightly applied it is the 
best. Notwithstanding that with the great 
majority the act of face washing averages 
more than twice a day, the number who 
know how to do this correctly is compara- 
tively small. The.enemy toa fine complexion 
is dirt. In no place do cogiplexions suffer 
so much from it as in the city, especially in 
those cities where soft coal is burned: In 
such places it is almost impossible to keep 
the face clean. Dust, dirt, and impurities 
collecting upon the face choke up the pores 

t the skin and interfere with the cireulation, 
making the complexion muddy and causing 
eruptions, The object of face washing is to 
cleanse the face perfectly. For this purpose 
the water must be'hot—not warm, but hot. 
Hot water does not wrinkle the face; on the 
contrary, it makes the skin soft and pliable. 
A good soap, generally such as is free from 
scents and alkalies, should be used. Different 
soaps agree with different skins, and they 
should be selected by the experience of the 
individual. As a general thing men’s faces 
show a clearer, better skin than women’s, 
though naturally it is of a coarser texture. 
This is due to the fact that men use much 
soap in lathering for shaving, and the shav- 
ing soaps are of much finer quality than most 
toilet soaps. 

Many complexions are ruined by thé em- 
ployment of sponges and face cloths; not that 
these are pernicious in themselves, but they 
are not properly cleaned after using. They 
carelessly are wrung out of the water in which 
they have been used and hung to dry by the 
Washstand out of the light. The soap and 
impurities of the water remain in them, and 
as they are used time after time the decayed 
soap and collected matter is applied to the 
face and will occasion the appearance of 
blackheads and little pimples, and the skin 
will become muddy. A sponge is well énough 
in itself, the wash cloth is well enough in it- 
self, but even after being used once the sponge 
or the cloth should be washed most carefully 
and, after being rinsed in boiling water} hung 
to dry in the e 2 rain. 


Lotion for the Skin, 

A soothing lotion is used with good results 
after the face has been exposed to high winds. 
It has much the appearance of liquid powder 
and comes in white and pink for different 
complexions. If the skin is rough and of bad 
color, this lotion should be used every day, 
since it is a corrective of these faults and not 
80 aggressive in effect as to be injurious. It 
is the best thing possible for preventing that 
unattractive, weather beaten, blowsy com- 
plexion caused by motoring in the high wind. 


Make Even Folds. 

Cut bias strips of the material, twice the 
width of the fold wanted. Stitch strips to- 
gether. on machine; press open.seams, and 
even them off. Cut à piece of paper six inches 
long and a little over twice the width of the 
fold you want. Measure width of fold on 
this paper, and draw two parallel lines, the 
distance between which will be the width of 
the fold you want. Fold paper on lines and 
paste overlapping flap, but be sure to leave 
ends open. Draw your material through this 
paper slide, so that center of material will 
be in center of slide. Press on paper slide 
with moderately hot iron; draw the material 
through until slide is filled again, and press. 
Continue this process until all the material is 
pressed, and you will have folds made ex- 
actly even without any basting whatever.

DECLINE IN SUBWAY STOCK. 


Telephone Rights Are Again Active in 
Generally Dull Market. 


Chicago stocks were dull yesterday, but 
little affected by the weakness in the New 
York list, caused by the $29,000,000 fine im- 
posed on Standard Oil. The only important 
decline in the local market was in Subway, 
which ran off a point and a half from Satur- 
days close and finished the session at 25%. 
Other declines were in small fractions and a 
few stocks made slight advances. 

The offerings of Subway were free and 
there was an absence of the support that is 
usually furnished for that stock. 

Telephone rights were comparatively ac- 
tive again and a shade higher as a result of 
the day’s trade. Swift shares were traded in 
numerous small lots and were steady around 
105%. Sears-Roebuck preferred was steady 
at 91. Title and Trust and South Side Ele- 
vated were advanced a point each on small 
buying. The bond department was dull, the 


only trading being in the Metropolitan Ele- 


vated issues. 


Small Decline in Standard Oil. 


The expected panic in Standard Ou shares 
on the curb as a result of the fine imposed by 
Judge Landis did not appear. There was a 
net decline of five points to 406, but on a 
stock selling at those high tigures such a drop 
can hardly be considered of great impor- 
tance. The offerings of the shares were not 
in large amount and brokers for the principal 
insiders took all that were offered. The 
opening price was about he same as the clos- 
ing on Saturday, and it was maintained up till 
afternoon, when the five point drop was 
effected. 

The holdings of Standard Ou stock are con- 
centrated in few hands. They have pur- 
chased the shares steadily as offered by the 
owners of smaller amounts during the slow 
decline from around 700 two years ago. 


Explain Slump in Steel. 

Officers of the United States Steel corpora- 
tion say the reports regarding the fall- 
ing off in the steel business are misicading. 
They admit that, owing to the fact that the 
railroad managers and the rail makers are 
awaiting the report of the committees ap- 
pointed to draw up new specifications, there 
is little business in steel rails and they do 
rot expect any renewal till the report has 
been made and accepted. 

Outside of ralls the business in finished ma- 
terials is said to be as good now as at this 
season last year, and in several lines there 
has been an increase. it is expected also 
that when the buying of rails begins again 
it will be on a scale that will make up for 
the long delay that has followed Mr. Harri- 
man’s first blast regarding the quality of rafls 
the manufacturers had been turning out.
